- --MOSCOW — President Mikhail S,_ 
Gorbachev appears to have won the 
mandate he wanted to preserve the Soviet 
Union as a federal state, but far less 
convincingly than he had hoped, according 
to preliminary results Monday from the 
country's first national referendum. 

At the sameiime, Gorbachev's political - 
rival Boris N. Yeltsin received greater voter ' 
support on an issue that directly challenges 


Gorbachev's leadership: creation of a 
^.strong, elected pre.sidency for the Russian 
E^deration, ihe couniry'sjargest republic._ 

With the. vote being us much a 
referendum on pmbacliev and his refonns 
as on the country's future shape, initial 
returns showed deep political divisions in 
Russia and tlic Ukraine, the two key Soviet 
republics, which a concened campaign by 
Gorbachev and the Communist Party had 
failed to close. 

While more than 70 percent of lliose who 


went to the polls in most outlying regions 
endorsed Gorbachev's concept of a 
''renewed" Union of Soviet, Socialist 
'RepuHlicsrbarely“hairortliosc“iirWdscow' 
and L,eningrad voted for it. , 

In some other urban centers, including ' 
Kiev in the Ukraine and Sverdlovsk in-thc 
UraTMountains. angry voters rejected it, 
apparently to protest Gorbachev's policies. 
In the SitKrian oil center ofTyumen, where 
discontent has been growing, it barely 
passed. 


Yeltsin's proposal for il Russian 
presidency, however, appeared from ihc 
initial returns to have wo n wide supp ort, 
securing approval even in conservative 
strongholds where Communist Party 
ofllcials had camp.'iigned luard against it. 

Although gcnenilly descril>cd now as the 
president of Russia. Yeltsin is technically 
chairman of the Russian Federation's 
Parliament. If he were, to, win direct election 
to the new post, he could claim a popular

WASHINGTON — In a case tlun could expand the role of 
religion in American public life, the Supreme Court agreed 
Monday to decide whether a high school or junior high 
graduation ceremony nuiy include a non-.seclarian 'prayer. 

The Busii administration intervened in the ca.se to urge the 
justices to scrap, or sharply curtail, a strict legal test used , 
since 1970 to detennine whether government actions violate 
ilie principle of separaiioif of church and state. 

The Justice Dcparinieni advocates a standard likely to 
make it easier for federal judges to uphold nativity scenes on 
government properly, a nioincni of silence in public 
classrooms and govenimunt aid to private religious schools, 
among other govuminent actions affecling religion. 

The proposed standard "would shore up those who 
advoeale a greater (government) accommodation of 
religion." said University of Chictigo law professor Michael 
MeConncIl. a specialist on religious rights whose research 
was cited by the Justice Dcpartnient.

Nashville’s newest country queen a different breed

Sfic may have won the Country 
Music Association's Female Vo- 
calist of the Year Award two 
years in a row, but Kathy Maitca 
still doesn't have big hair. 

This is a sign that Nashville’s 
newest country queen is a difTcr- 
ent breed from many of her prede- 
cessors. She's a little more down- 
to-carth, a little less extreme. 

Mattea's voice is not the usual 
country voice, which reties on an

wring heoits; Instead, her smooth, 
evocative soundielics on a consis- 
tent richness. Too low and too 
deeply shaded to be soprano and
